The “Convert Priest,” in your 


issue of Feb. 18th, says that sev-' 


en chapters have been left out 


of the Book of Esther in the Pro-' 


testant Bible, also that 66 verses 


have been left out of the 8rd 


chapter of the Book of Daniel in 
the Protestant Bible. I have 
both Bibles, and on counting, I 
find only six chapters left out of 
Esther. There are 16 chapters 
in this Book in the Douay Ver- 
sion and 10 chapters in the Pro- 
testant Bible. Also I find there 
are 70 verses, instead of 66, left 
out of the 8rd chapter of Daniel. 
There are 100 verses in that 
chapter in the Douay version, 
while the Protestant Bible has 
only 80 verses.

San Diego, Calif.—The Old Mission 
Dam, one of the relics of the earliest 
work done by the Franciscan Fathers 
early in the nineteenth century on the 
Pacific Coast, has withstoo.! the most 
disastrous flood that ever swept down 
the San Diego river. 

Built about the year 1800, of stone

breastwork and frame has stood 
through all the years as a monument 
to the engineering skill of the Padres.

Raleigh, N. C.—The Raleigh New 
and Observer says recently that Judge 
Henry A. Grady, for four years th 
Grand Dragon of the Ku Klux Klan 
for North Carolina, has resiened from 
the Klan because of alleged attempted 
coercion to “obtain by subterfuge” the 
passage of what he regarded as ini 
quitous legislation in the North Caro- 
lina general assembly. 

On the heels of the resignation 
came the practica! dissolution of this 
entire organization within the state 
when sixty-six of the eighty-six chap- 
ters surrendered their charters. 

“Under the legislation which the 
Imperial Wizard undertook to dictate 
and which brought bitter denunriat 
from Judge Grady.” the article says
